United States Department of Agriculture, were dismissed; in a civil case he agreed to a settlement with the 

United States in the amount of $5,500.00.  

 

A civil 

agreement between Susie Myers and the United States of America was negotiated and took effect on 

09/29/2020 in the amount of $113,612.00.  Documents were filed on 10/14/2020. 

 

A civil 

agreement between Asa Wolfe and the United States of America was negotiated and took effect on 5/29/2020 in 

the amount of $43,124.00.

Recommendation on Plea of Guilty for 

Ms. Sisoumankhara: Pretrial Diversion for a period of Five years and the defendant will undergo a substance
